New York, September 5.—The national! 
party, the official name of the third party, 
met in convention today in Carnegie hall, 
this city. and nominated candidates for 
president and vice president of the United 
States. A platform was adopted and a 
title and embiem chosen. These are the 
candidates: 

For President—Donaldson 
Louisiana. 

For Vice President—Archibald M. Howe, 
ot Cambridge, Mass. 

There were no other’ candidates for the 
positions, and the nominations were 
ceived with hearty applause. 

The platform adopted declared that this 
country is threatened on one hand by a 
public opinion, misled by organized forces 
that have perverted a war intendel by 
the people as a war of humanity, inte a 
war of conquest, and, on the other hand, 
by a public opinion swayed by demagogic 
appeals to factional and class passions. 

The platform then declares for all con- 
stitutional means to procure the renuncia- 
tion of all imperlfal or colonial pretensions, 
and for all constitutional means to secure 
a single gold standard and a sound bank- 
ine sys‘em, a public service based on 
merit only, and the abolition of al] 
rupting special privileges, whether under 
the guise of subsidies, bounties, undeserv- 
ed pensions or trust breeding tariffs. 

The convention was called to order by 
Thomas M. Osborne, of Auburn, N. Y. 
who presided at the Indianapolis prelim- 
inary meeting a month ago. Everett V.

The report concludes as follows: 

“When the fact that the Chinese be- 
headed anyone they got, is considered, the 
conduct of such officers or men, as e€xX~ 
posed themselves to capture is to be 
praised far more than if the risk were 
taken against a civilized foe.”’ 

Annexed to the report are copies of let- 
ters sent to the senior officer of each na- 
tionality engaged. Most of these are 
complimentary notes, identical for the 
greater part, but each ending with a par- 
agraph referring particularly to the of- 
ficers with the expedition. 

That to Rear Admiral Kempff runs as 
follows: 

“I cannot conclude my letter without 
expressing to you, sir, the high admira- 
tion I have for Captain McCalla, who 
accompanied us in command of your of- 
ficers and men. Their post was usually 
in the advanced guard, where their zeal 
and ‘go’ were praised by all. 

“IT regret to state that Captain McCalla 
was wounded in three places, but consid- 
ering the gallant way in-which he ex- 
posed himself. I am only equally sur- 
prised and thankful that he is alive. Had 
he been thoroughly “British he could not 
have stood by me more loyally in every 
way and carried out more promptly any 
wish I expressed. 

“I may indeed say the same of all those 
in his command. I hail this experience as 
further proof of the real good feeling so 
happily existing between or nations, 
which is by no gne more valued than by 
your brother sailors in our navy.”’

Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of yours of the 4th inst., in which, 
referring to the dua] candidacy of your- 
self and Colonel Brewer, you declare your 
Willingness tv submit ‘our respective 
claims to said nomination to the state 
democratic executive co:nmittee, if in the 
judgment of the committee the interests 
of the party will be conserved thereby.’ 

“I am somewhat embarrassed as to the 
proper course for me to pursue in the 
premises. I do not construe your letter as 
an appeal to the committee or as a re- 
quest for ihtervention on the part of the 
committee. In the absence of an appeal, 
I feel reluctant to call the committee. The 
extraordinary meetings are burdensome 
and expensive to members of the commit- 
tee, and I do not,feel inclined to take the 
initiative and issue a call for the meeting 
ir the absence of any expression from 
the members of the committee.

HIS IDEAS OF HUMANENESS 


Would Pour Hot Oil on Americans 
and Otherwise Torture Them, but 
Ends with an Order 
To Treat Them 
Kindly. 


Washington, September 5.—The war de- 
partment today made public the following 
letter of instructions purporting to be 
signed by Aguinaldo, with the explana- 
tion that it was in the records captured 
by the American fcrces: 


“Malolos, 9th of January, 1899.—Instruc- 
tions to the brave soldiers of Sandalhan, 
of Manila: 

“Article 1. All Filipinos should observe 
our fellow countgymen in order to see 
whether they are American sympathizers. 
They shall take care to work with then 
in order to inspire them with confidence 
of the strength of the holy cause of their 
country. Whenever they are assured of 
the loyalty of the convert they shall in- 
struct them to coatinue in the character 
of an American sympathizer in order 
that they may receive good pay but with- 
cut prejudicing the cause of our country. 

“Art. 2. All of the chiefs and Filipinos 
brcthers should be ready ‘and courageous 
for the combat and should take advantage 
of the opportunity to study well the sit- 
vation of the American outposts and 
headquarters, observing especially secret 
places where they can approach and sur- 
prise the enemy. 

“Art. 3. The chief of those who go to 
attack the barracks should send in first 
four men with a good present for the 
Anrerican commander. Immediately after 
will follow four others, who will make a 
pretense of looking for the same officers 
for some reason, and a larger group shall 
_be concealed in the corners or houses in 
order to aid the other groups at the first 
signal. This, wherever it is possible, at 
the moment of attack. 

“Art. 4. They should not, prior to the 
aitack, look at the Americans in a threat- 
ening manner. To the contrary, the at- 
tack on the barracks by the Sandalhan 
shculd be a complete surprise and with 
decision and courage. One should go 
alcne in advance in order to kill the sen- 
tinel. In order to deceive the sentine§ 
the one should dress as a woman and must 
take great care that the sentinel is not 
able to discharge his piece, thus calling 
the attention of those in the barracks. 

“Art. 5. At the moment of the attack 
the Sandalhan should not attempt to se- 
cure rifles from their dead enemies, but 
should pursue slashing right and left with 
bolos until the Americans surrender, and 
after there remains no enemy who can 
injure them they may take the rifles in 
one hand and the ammunition in~ the 
cther. 

“Art. & Vhe officers shall take care that 
on the top of the houses along the streets 
where the American forces shall pass 
there will be placed four to six men, who 
shall be prepared with stones, timbers, 
red-hot irons, heavy furniture, as wel: 
as boiling water, oil and rags soaked in 
oil ready to be lighted and thrown down, 
génd any other hard and heavy cbjects 
that they can throw on the passing 
American troops, At the same time, in 
the lower part of the houses will be con- 
cealed the Sandalhanh, who will attack

“Art. 7. All Filipinos, real defenders of 
their country, should live on the alert to 
assist simultaneously the inside attack 
at the very mioment that they note the 
tirst movement in whatever barro or 
suburb, having assurances that all the 
troops that surround Manila will proceed 
without delay to force the enemy’s line 
and unite themselves with their brothers 
in the city. With such a general move- 
ment, so firm and decided against the 
Americans, the combat is sure to be a 
short one, and I charge and order that 
the persons and goods vr all foreigners 
shall be respected, and that the American 
prisoners shall be treated well. 

“Art. 8 All of our chiefs in the suburbs 
should prepare groups of the Sandalhan, 
vho will attack with ferocity and determ- 
ination the Americans within their lines 
attempting to break through their lines. 

“Art. 9 gives additiona] instructions 
about throwing and squirting through 
bamboo syringes boiling water, tzxllow, 
molasses and other liquids, 

“Art. 10. ln place of bolos or daggers, 
if they do not possess the same, the 
Sandalhan can provide themselves with 
lances and arrows with long sharp heads, 
and these should be shot with great force 
in order that they may penetrate well 
into the bodies of the enemy. And those 
should be so made that in withdrawal 
from the body the head will remain in the 


flesh. 

“Art. ll. It can be taken for granted 
that if the above instructions are ob- 
served the enemy will not be able to use 
firearms because of the confusion in his 
ranks, as they would shoot one another. 
For this reason I have always thought 
the rifle useless in this kind of combat 
for experience has taught me, my dear 
brothers, that when the Sandalhan make 
their attack with courage and decision 
taking advantage of the confusion in 
the ranks of the enemy the victory is 
Sure and in that case the triumph is 
ours. 
“Art. 12. At last, if, as I expect, the 
result shall favor us ih the taking of 
Manila and the conquering of the enemy, 
the chiefs are charged with seeing that 
the officers and soldiers respect the con- 
Sulates, the banks and commercial 
houses, and even the Spanish banks 
and commercial houses, thus taking care 
that they be not seduced by the hope 
of plunder. As if God sees this He will 
reward us and the foreign nations will 
note the order and justice of our con- 
duct. I charge that in the moment of 
combat the officers, soldiers and what- 
ever. patriots take part in the struggle 
will not forget our noble, sacred and 
holy idea, liberty and independence. 
Neither will you forget your Sacred oaths 
and immaculate banner; nor will you 
forget the promises made by me to the 
civilized nations whom I have assured 
that we Filipinos are not savages, nor 
thieves, nor assassins, nor are we cruel, 
but the contrary; that we are men of 
culture and patriotism, honorable and 
very humane. Above all I expect that 
you will respect the persons and goods 
of private persons of all nationalities, 
including the Chinesg; that you will treat 
well the prisoners and grant life to those 
of the enemy who surrender; and that 
you will be on the sharp lookout for 
those traitors and enemic® who, by rob- 
bery, will seek to mar our victory.

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NATIVES DYING 
OF STARVATION 


Reports of Great Suffering Come 
from Nome. 


ARE iN A DESPERATE STATE 


Nearly One-Half of Natives at Tellers 
Dead or Dying. 


PANIC. SEIZES THOSE WHO HAVE SURVIVED 


Suffering Is Said To Exceed Any 
Record of the Past Fifty Years 
in Alaska. 


Washington, September 5.—Captain Tut- 
tle, of the revenue cutter service, in 
command of the steamer Bear, reports 
to the treasury department from Nome, 
August §th, as to the condition of the 
natives along the Alaskan coast and adja- 
cent islands. 

At Sinrock measles was epidemic and 
pneumonia prevalent and fatal. At Tel- 
ler Station much sickness and many 
deaths among the natives were reported. 
At Cape York the same fatal sickness 
was found among the. natives. Cape 
Prince of Wales showed practically the 
same desperate condition. From that 
point the Bear proceeded to East Cape 
village, Siberia, and thence to St. Law- 
rence bay and Port Clarence. Every- 
where the vessel touched officers were 
sent ashore to investigate the conditions 
and reported that the natives never have 
been in worse condition. 

At Teller Station affairs were desper- 
ate. Fully one half of the natives around 
the station have died. In some cases 
whole families have disappeared, and in 
others the parents have died, leaving 
helpless children. The salmon are run- 
ning, but there is not a sufficient num- 
ber of well people left to catch them and 
thus provide food for the present and the 
coming winter. 

The ravages of the disease have been 
so great that a panic has seized the nae 
tives and the dead are left unburied in 
their houses. In their distress the na- 
tives in the vicinity of Teller are collect- 
ing there for food and medical attention. 
Rev. T. L. Brevig, although not a phy- 
sician, has set up a few tents and is run- 
ning a temporary hospital, having twelve 
sick and twelvé orphan children under 
his care, furnishing them with food as 
best he can. He is said to be in great 
need of pilot bread, flour and clothing for 
the natives in extreme distress. There 
is said to be no record during the last 
fifty years of the degree of destitution 
that now prevails along the whole Bering 


+ sea coast.

Suppose that in the late contract for 
printing in Georgia the work had gone 
to Louisville, throwing Georgia print- 
ers out of work, how would they have 
regarded it? There can be no contro- 
versy over the fact that the state 
should have power to protect itself 
against collusion or combination, but, 
other things being comparatively even 
and within bounds of reason, the work- 
man at our door should not be passed 
over in favor of one who is a stranger 
to the burdens of our citizenship.

FARM OWNERSHIP BASIS OF 


SUCCESSFUL AGRICULTURE | ¢ 


We are all thinking more or less about 
the census of 1900. Mulhall gives us seme 
idea of what it will be in his “‘Forecast 
of the Twelfth (American) Census,” im 
The North American Réview for July. Hé 
shows the enormous gain which the west 
has made over other sections, both -. 
population and wealth; and gives as the 
cavse, the emigration from the east and 
from abroad, of people who ‘have gone 
there and purchased homes, the opening 
up of homestead lands and the building 
of railways. 

The prairie states show a gain in wealth, 
in the last census of $243 per capita; the 
Pacific states, $363, and the south, $91; 
while the average for the union is $155 per 
capita. 

A-*balance at the eleventh census shows 
us that the per cent of farm ownership 
is Smallest at the south, and increases as 
we go north and west. Of the farmers in 
Mississippi, 62.27 per cent are tenants, 
while in North Dakota only 9.8 per cent 
rent land. In Georgia 58.19 per cent of 
those who cultivate the soil are renters, 
and in Minnesota the ner cent is oniy 
15.25. We find also that the degree of 
farm tenancy at the south was on the 
increase betwee and 1890, and the 
supposition is tfat/the tendency is still 
in the same difectfon. This fact has led 
&@ number cf our prominent citizens to 
make the statement thar the land would 
eventually pass entirely into the hands of 
the moneyed classes, and the great bulk of 
farming in this country be done on the 
tenant system, with the farmer little bet- 
ter than a serf, and his margin of profit 
barely sufficient to maintain existence, 

This is, indeed, a danger which our 
people must face—a danger which threat- 
ens almost irreparable injury and loss to 
the country. It means the converting of 
cur rich and beautiful land into a barren 
waste; the gradual destruction of her re- 
sources, with final abandonment, as has 
been the case in many parts of Europe. 
Why? Because a system of tenancy farm- 
ing exhausts the soil, for the simple 
reason that the tenant takes everything 
cff and puts nothing back which he can 
possibly avoid. Because tenant farmers 
are composed almost entirely of the low- 
est and most ignorant class of farmers, 
and there is no incentive for them to take 
care of. tbe land, or improve it. Thus, we 
find that where the tenant system is most 
in vogue the yield of farm produce is 
smallest, 

The south for the past thirty years has 
been moving forward under a terrible 
handicap, having on her hands a large 
negro popuiation which she was not in 
position to hire for wages, in consequence 
of which these negroes were forced upon 
the land. to live as best they could. his 
class, possessing the acme of poor judg- 
ment, and with only a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of how to grow corn and cctton, 
have been moving from place to place, 
leaving devastation and ruin behind them. 
Small wonder that the south shows up 
last of all sections in the production of 
agricultural wealth. The inquirer and 
would-be settler sees the low percentage 
without understanding the circumstances 
which produced it; they also see the high 
percentage of wealth in the west, and 
west they go to look for homes and in- 
vestment. 

It goes against the erain for me to let 
this state of affairs go unchallenged, liv- 
ing as I do at the south, where the nat- 
ural conditions are infinitely superior to 
those of any other secticn for agricul- 
tural prosrerity. 

The south must come out from under 
the ban whieh the irresponsible ignorance 
of a negro tenantry has cast over her. 
Forewarned is forearmed. To see clearly 
the conditions and their destructive ten- 
Cency, is the first step toward their cor- 
rection. 

We have shown that the tenant farmer 
is a menace to the agricultural prosperity 
of a country, and when we say this it 
means also a menace to every other line 
of enterprise; in short, the country itself. 

As the ratio of farm ownership in- 
creases, other things being equal, the 
agricultural wealth and general prosperity 
of the country also increases. The reason 
for this is not far to seek. The farm own- 
er has a personal interest in the lané 
itself. He not only seeks to make 
crop, but tries to improve his soil at the 


same time. Thus we ses the small farms 


ers in the west growing well-to-do and 
independent from the unearned increment 
or increase in the value of their farms, 
trought about by good management, 
where the productiveness of the soil and 
general output of the farm has beén en- 
larged. These are the men who make a 
country prcsperous, the independent farm- 
ers who live under their own vine and fig 
tree. Some of the nations of the old world 
are beginning to appreciate this fact, and 
have passed laws whereby the tenant 
with thrift and energy may eventually 
become owner of the land he rents; thus 
giving to these people an interest in the 
land and an incentive to improve the soil 
and keep up the prosperity. 

That farm ownership is desirable and 
beneficial to a country, I think, no one 
will deny; but still we have the fact to 
face that renting is on the increase at the 


} south, with the inevitable conclusion that 
the individual owner has in many cases 


failed to make the farm pay, and has con- 
sequently rented it out, or his property 
has passed into the hands of his creditors 
to be in turn rented out by them. We 
come then to the question, why has farm- 
ing failed to pay the southern farm owner, 
and what is the cause of his western 
brother’s success? 

We find that almost without exception 
the farmer who has failed at the south 
has devoted himself almost exclusively 
to the growing of cotton and corn, while 
purchasing in a large measure his home 
supplies. On the other hand the suc- 
cessful western farmer, the successful 
wheat farmer, I may say, where wheat 
is the staple crop, has a living outside 
of his money crop. He has a good garé 
den, he keeps a number of cows, his wife | 
raises chickens, there are pigs to con- 
sume the waste; in short, his diversified 
interests furnish steady employment for 
himself and family the year round, and 
gives him his living, so that his principal 
money crop comes in free of ineurm- 
brances. The big bonanza eat farma 
of the west cannot compéte with him,” 
and are being divided up into smallér 
farms. Their crop comes in burdened 
by large bills of expense, and only’ whén 
prices are g0od’*can they hope to pay a 
dividend. 

The farmers’ institute has been of, in-_ 
estimable benefit to those western farm* 
ers, and has contributed not a little.to 
their success. T. B. Terry, writing -of 
these institutes in Minnesota, says: ‘“‘The

It was Labor Day when Clayton arrived 
in the city. He did not attract any atten- 
tlon and did not appear to be drinking. 
He retired Tuesday night. Wednesday 
morning he was heard preathing heavilv 
and the proprietor of the hotel found him 
unconscious and apparently dying. 

Dr. Griffin was summoned and a few 
hours’ work saved the man’s life. The 
physician stated that Clayton had prob- 
ably taken about thirty grains of mor- 
phine, to which he had added strychnine. 
The would-be guicide’s determined effort 
to kill himself by taking two poisons was 
One reason he did not die, as one poison 
in a measure counteracted the effects of 
the other. 

Clayton left two letters, both unsealed. 
One was addressed ‘“‘To Whom It May 
Concern” and the other to his wife, Mrs. 
Effie M. Clayton, at Spartanburg. 

In the letter to the public he asked that 
the dead be respected and that the letter 
to his wife be sealed and forwarded. He 
also stated that his real name was B. B. 
Clayton and that. his home was in Spar- 
tanburg. 

In the letter to his wife he spoke of 
his drinking and of his heart being full 
of love for wife and child. He eave as a 
reason for leaving home and of his in- 
tention to kill himself, his inability to 
make his wife happy. He referred to the 
happiness of his married life. The letter 
was filled with tender expressions. 

Clayton is said to be a printer 
originally cagne from Greenville, 8. 
He left Spartanburg iast Sunday without 
telling any one his destination. 

He evidently came to Atlanta with the 
intention of.committing suicide upon his 
arrival. 

His wife has been notified of his where- 
abouts and of his condition, 

He will probably be well enough to re- 
turn home in a day or two, and, instead 
of a suicide’s grave ang a mdéurning 
widow, there may be a happy earthly re- 
union.

Colonel Phil Byrd Will Offer Hand- 
some Gold Medal To Be Con- 
tested Zor.

Colonel Phill Byrd yesterday returned 
from Savannah, where he had been at- 
tending the qualification sharpshooters’ 
rifle shoot, which was the largest in the 
history of the state, held at the Avondale 
range. 

He says some excellent records were 
made and many qualified, despite the fact 
that the winds were variable, making it 
impossible to do so well as under ordli- 
nary circumstances. 

Every regiment in the state was rep- 
resented at the shoot, except the Fifth 
regiment. The teams participating in the 
shoot represented infantry, cavalry, artil- 
lery and naval reserves. Much enthusi- 
asm was exhibited by the contestants. 

The indications are that a larger num- 
ber will qualify sharpshooters this 
year than at any previous contest. The 
crowd far surpassed the expectations of 
the managers of the range, but all were 
provided for. 

The shoot was under the management 
of Inspector General of Rifle Practice 
George TT. Cann, who is one of 
the finest shots in the United States, 
having won many medals. 

Colonel Byrd says the management was 
perfect in every respect, all questions be- 
ing decided without the slightest dissen- 
tion. 

The Horse Guards’ team from Atlanta 
shot in every contest, company, battalion 
and regimental, and made some excgp- 
tionally high scores. They led in the 
carbine contest on known distances, but 
lost by six points only on unknown dis- 
tances.

CASH PRIZES ARE OFFERED 


Inspector General Breckinridge Will

DRILLS OPEN TO GEORGIA MILITIV 


Prizes Range in Value from $50 to 
$500—Two Gala Days Are 
Expected. 


What will undoubtedly prove to be one 
of the most interesting features of the 
Southern Interstate fair next month will 
be the prize drills for companies, squads 
and individuals. These drills will be 
open to all the Georgia troops. Money 
prizes ranging in value from $500 to { 
Will be awarded the winners. 

The following letter giving fuli details

cluding company commanders:

by the Southern Interstate Fair Association, 
beg now to advise that the joint committees 
appointed by the military and by the fair as- 
sociation met yesterday and, after thorough 
consideration, decided as follows: 

For company  drill—Firet prize, $500; sec- 
and prize, $200: third prize, $100. 

For squad drill—First prize, $100: 
prize, $50. 

For best individual drill, 

Companies’ will be allowed to 
drill in any uniform which in 
with the Georgia state regulations. 

Company drill will be confined to the “‘scheo] 
of the company” in close and extended order; 
platoon movements being omitted. 

Squad drill (comprising men 
corporal), under command of a corporal, 
ering ‘“‘school of the squad’’ in close and ex- 
tended order. 

Individual drill in the manual of arms, foot 
movements and courtesy. Four men will 
allowed from each company. 

Each company will be required to have a 
minimum of thirty-two men, including officers; 
the formation being three fours solid. 

Every man drilled must be an enlisted man 
in the service of the state of Georgia, whether 
in company, squad or individual drill, and 
no man will be permitted to drill with any 
organization other than that to which he right- 
fully belongs. 

Men composing any squad entered for com- 
petition must be a portion of a company which 
has competed for prize money, and individuals 
competing must be member of a company which 
has competed, and such tndividual must have 
engaged theretn. 

The drill programme will be arranged by a 
board of United States army officers, detalil- 
ed by the war department, such officers to be 
selected outside of the post at Atlanta. The 
board of officers making up the programme 
Will also act as judges of the drills. 

It is required -by the fair association that 
there shall be at least ten companies actually 
taking part in the competitive drills, and that 
five of these companies shall enter from points 
outside of Atlanta. 

The drills will be held on October [}]th an 
12th, on the plaza in front of the grand stand 
in Piedmont park. On October |I3th a sham 
battle will be given, to be participated in by 
all military present. Companies competing in 
prize drills will be required to engage in the 
sham battle. Uniform for sham battle must 
be campaign, without blouse. Ammunition 
for sha mbattle will be supplied in Atlanta. 

Directly after the sham battle the entire 
military will be reviewed by Major General J. 
C. Breckinridge, inspector general of the United 
States army, and Hon. Allen D. Candler, gov- 
ernor of Georgia. After the review, cash 
prizes won in competitive drills will be de- 
livered to the successful contestants by Gov- 
ernor Candler. These prizes will be handed 
to the successful contentants on thé field, tn 
the form of certified bank checks, for the ful 
amount of prizes. 

The rate to military companies visiting At- 
lanta has been fixed at cent per mile for 
each mile traveled. This rate, however, will 
only be granted to military companies in uni- 
form, for twenty men or more, traveling on one 
ticket. 

Arrangements have been made for 
ing the military follows: Tents 
erected on a pleasant location back of 
fair grounds—same grounds occupied by 
regular trodps during the Cotton States 
International exposition. The commissary

Gross Receipts Largest in History of 
Company. 


IN A PROSPEROUS CONDITION 


Many Improvements in Equipment 
and Roadbed Are Effected. 


NEW DIRECTORS ARE ELECTED 


Increase Shown in Both Freight and 
Passenger Receipts—West Point 
Mirectors To Meet. 


President George C. Smith, of the At- 
lenta and West Point and Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, rendered his annual re- 
port to the board of directors of the lat- 
ter line at the annual meeting of the 
beard held in Montgomery Tuesday. 

Owing to favorable traffic conditions, 
and activity in all commercial and indus- 
trial enterprises, the gross receipts of the 
year, both passenger and freight, were 
the largest in the history of the com- 
reny. 

The following directors were elected to 
serve for the ensuing year: George C. 
Smith. president; H. Walters, J. M. Falk- 
ner. L. Lanter. R. M. Greem John M. 
Egan and J. F. Hanson, of Macon, to 
succeed H. M. Comer, deceased. 

President Smith’s report shows that the 
ret revenues from the year’s operations 
were equal to 5.85 per cent on the capital 
stock, after payment of interest and 
taxes. 

The total operating expenses show an 
increase of $70,670.94, equal to 17.4 per cent, 
representing expenditures for new steel 
bridges, new rail, ballast, side tracks and 
buildings, new equipment, and application 
of air-brakes, automatic couplers, etc., to 
freight cars. The expenses of operation 
were also increasel by the advance in 
price of fuel and all material required for 
maintenance, in addition to the expense 
of movement of fnereased traffic. 

Expenses of conducting transportation 
increased 16.2 per cent, accompanying an 
increase of 20.2 pe- cent, in tons carried 
one mile, and 8.2 per cent in passengers 
carried one mile. 

All combination bridges on the matin line 
between West Point and Montgomery 
have been replaced by modern steel struc- 
tures. 

A standard rail of eighty pounds per 
yard has beon adopted to replace 37.08 
miles of sixty and sixty and one-half 
peund rail now in the matin line, of which 
1,000 tons have been purchased for renew- 
als of coming vear. 

lhe various industries on the line have 
been successfully operated during the past 
year. 

Continuing the vork of previous years, 
1,818 carloads of gravel, containing 36,360 
cubic yards, have been distributed be- 
tueen West Point and Montgomery dur- 
ing the year; making a total of 140,141 cu- 
bic yards of gravel ballast placed in track 
during the past five years, equal to fifty- 
six miles of track ballasted with 2,500 
cubic yards of gravel per mile. 

Through passenger receipts show an in- 
creese of $14,854.76, equal to 12.3 per cent, 
and local passenger receipts an increase 
of $5,645.75, equal to 6.2 per cent. 

The total number of passengers carried 
was 227,718, an increase of 26,025, equal to 
12.9 per cent; total number of passengers 
carried one mile 9,289,103, an increase of 
703,226, equal to 8.2 par cent; averige haul 
per passenger, 40.79 miles, a decrease of 
1.78 miles. 

Freight receipts for the year show an 
increase of $46,024.98, compared with pre- 
vicus year, equal to 12.2 per cent. 

Receipts from through traffic increased 
$35,576.93, equal to 14.2 per cent. Of this 
ircrease, $30,061.94 was in east bound, and 
$5.514.99 in west bound traffic. 

Receipts from local freight traffic 
creased $10,448.05, equal to 8.3 per cent.

FULL AND TRUE STORY OF
